A disastro u s fire, which en tailed a 
lo ss o f $8 ,000 to James M. Gwin n <of 
110 No rth Perkin s street, with o ffices 
o v er the Caro n can dy kitchen , an d a 
lo ss o f ap p ro x imately $2 ,000 to Per­ 
ry T. In n is, p residen t o f the Milro y 
ban k, o ccu rred at Milro y early this 
mo rn in g, when the Gwin n mill an d 
elev ato r was bu rn ed to ‘the gro u n d 
an d Mr. In n is’ ho me was damaged 
co n siderably as the resu lt o f the 
Gwin n blaze. The fire was disco v er­ 
ed in the “do g watch,” which is the 
highest p o in t o n the elev ato r, abo u t 
12 :3 0 o ’clo ck this mo rn in g an d the 
alarm was so o n sp read, bu t'the effo rt 
o f the v o lu n teer fire dep artmen t o f 
Milro y were all in v ain . 
The lo ss to 
Mr. Gwin n is estimated at $8 000 with 
$4 ,5 00 in su ran ce. 
The ban k p resi­ 
den t’s lo ss is estimated at 
$2 ,000 
with in su ran ce to co v er (the amo u n t. 
The o wn er, as well as man y o ther 
Mil ray p eo p le believ e that sp o n tan e­ 
o u s co mbu stio n is the cau se 
-o T the 
fire. 
Last su mmer Mr. Gwin n dis­ 
co v ered a leak in the ro o f, which al­ 
lo wed the water to get do wn in to (the 
bran bin . Mu ch o f the bran go t wet 
an d at 'that time the o wn er p lan n ed 
to rep air it an d take (the wet bran 
o u t. 
He let that go after he fo u n d 
that the rain had beat in u n der the 
shin gles an d 'that the leak was wo t 
cau sed by a ho le in the ro o f. 
Yes­ 
terday aftern o o n Mr. Gwin n fo u n d 
the rain had again seep ed in u n der 
the shin gles, ran do wn the flu e an d 
in to the bran bin . He su p p o sed that 
the wet bran cau sed co mbu stio n an d 
sett the ro o f o n fire. 
It is gen erally 
co n ceded by the p eo p le who arriv ed 
sho rtly after the blaze was disco v er­ 
ed. that it o rigin ated ju st abo v e the 
bran bin in the highest p art o f the 
elev ato r. 
The statemen ts o f the sp ectato rs 
who arriv ed at the fire first v ary . 
Man y say that o n ly a p o rtio n o f the 
highest p art 
o f the 
elev ato r was 
ablaze, while o thers declare that 'the 
who le bu ildin g was in flames sho rtly 
after the fire was disco v ered. 
The 
bu ildin g was a frame stru ctu re an d 
bu rn ed q u ickly . 
There was a rather 
stro n g win d which fan n ed the blaze 
an d carried sp arks all o v er the to wn , 
which cau sed man y grav e ap p rehen ­ 
sio n s. 
Besides 
the 
v alu able 
bu ildin g 
which was lo cated at 'the 
ex treme 
western edge o f Milro y o n the creek, 
all (the co n ten ts 
were 
co mp letely 
bu rn ed. 
All o f the machin ery , sev ­ 
eral wago n s, 3 5 0 bu shels o f wheat, 
100 bu shels o f co rn , o ffice fu rn itu re 
an d man y o ther articles were co n ­ 
su med in the blaze. 
The ho me o f P. T. Innis, which is 
lo cated ju st acro ss a v acant lo t fro m 
the elev ato r, was in g rav e dang er all 
the time the fire was in pro g ress. It 
was o nly by 'the 
v aliant effo rts o f 
the v o lunteer fire fig hters and the 
fact 'that the Inmis ho use had a metal 
ro o f that the 'ho use was sav ed fro m 
destructio n. 
As it was, the ho use 
was damag ed 
co nsiderably ; 
the 
paint o n the side walls was cracked; 
windo w g lasses 
were 
cracked and 
bro ken by the heat. 
The Innis barn back o f the ho use 
caug ht fire and was co mpletely de­ 
stro y ed. It was insured fo r $1 0 0 . A 
v aluable to uring car was sav ed, when 
firemen to re o ut o ne side o f the bam 
and pushed the machine o ut. 
The 


heat was so in ten se that it was im­ 
p o ssible to take it o u t thro u gh 'the 
do o r, which was o n the side n ex t to 
the elev ato r.

Aco rdin g to 'the New Castle Co u r­ 
ier the first fire alarm was so u n ded 
abo u t 9 o ’clo ck an d the ex p lo sio n s 
fo llo wed abo u t 11 o ’clo ck. Wo rship ­ 
ers at chu rch sen dees were thro wn 
in to a p an ic an d the min isters imme­ 
diately disp en sed with sermo n s. 
The fire was lo cated in a ho u se 
o v Cn ed by Will V. My er an d o ccu p ied 
by Arthu r Ju dd an d 
family . 
The 
blaze started in a defectiv e chimn ey 
an d bu rn ed rap idly . 
The fire de­ 
p artmen t, which was recen tly o rgan ­ 
ized, resp o n ded fo r the first time an d 
altho u gh the waiter 
p ressu re 
was 
go o d, they were u n able to co p e su c­ 
cessfu lly with the 
flames 
an d the 
ho u se was damaged bey o n d rep air. 
Ju dd man aged to sav e so me 'ho u se­ 
ho ld go o ds an d carried n o in su ran ce.

lo ss was $5 00. 
Ex citemen t cau sed by the fire was

Hickman was blo wn thro u gh the 
do o r o n the stage an d lan ded in a 
heap , blit was n o t badly in ju red.

o ccu rred an d mo re 
win do ws were 
blo wn o u t, fro m which great clo u ds 
o f den se smo ke came. 
Ricks was u n hu rt an d made a bee 
lin e fo r the stairway an d bro ke do wn 
a do o r gettin g o u t o f the bu ildin g.

El Paso , Tex., Feb. 7.—Fro m all di­ 
rectio ns tro o ps o f bo th armies are co n­ 
centrating, but where 
Pascual Oro z­ 
co , and why did he withdraw and let 
Ro bago co me into Juarez? 
Oro zco , the leader o f the rebels, has 
go ne and Juarez has been reinfo rced. 
The members o f the rev o lutio nary 
junta in El Paso explain that Oro zco 
had no fo o d no r water fo r men o r 
ho rses and had to quit the fight fo r 
this reaso n. 
He is said to be west o f 
Juarez. 
Reinfo rcements are repo rted 
as co ming fro m the so uth and east, fo r 
the rebel army. 
Also reinfo rcements 
are repo rted as being enro ute fro m 
Chihuahua fo r the Juarez garriscn. 
Oro zco had Juarez in his grasp. He 
co uld hav e taken it easily. 
He was 
between Juarez and Co lo nel Ro bago 
and his reinfo rcements fro m Casas 
Grandes. He had them hemmed up in 
a v alley with his men o n the hillto ps 
surro unding, where they co uld sho o t 
at will. 
That he had the best o f the 
fight was dem o nstrated by the number 
o f killed and wo unded in the engage­ 
ment Sunday. 
The federals lo st o ne 
dead and twenty-six wo unded, includ­ 
ing fiv e wo men camp fo llo wers (wiv es 


o f so ldiers), while Oro zco lo st no ne 
killed and three wo unded. He was no t 
sho rt o f ammunitio n, fo r no man had 
le£ s than o ne full belt o f cartridges, 
and many had two o r three. 
News co mes o f the capture by the 
insurrecto s o f San Tgnacio , thirty-fiv e 
miles do wn the riv er. This is the sec­ 
o nd tim e it has been taken by the 
rebels. 
General Luis Terrazas, the 
land and cattle king o f Chihuahua, and 
his so n, Albqrto Terrazas, who until 
last week was go v erno r o f that state, 
hav e go ne to Mexico City in a priv ate 
car. 
A wo rk train sent o ut fro m Chihua­ 
hua has, it is learned, repaired the 
bridges wrecked and burned between 
Gallego and Mo ntezuma. 
There are 
no destro yed bridges belo w Gallego . 
In all twenty-fo ur bridges were de­ 
stro yed between Juarez and Chihua­ 
hua, and fiv e o f these hav e been re­ 
paired. Juarez has abso lutely no train 
o r wire co nnectio n with the rest o f 
Mexico . 
Last Friday a number o f bandits en­ 
tered the small to wn o f Ro sales, abo ut 
twenty-fiv e miles so uth o f Chihuahua, 
and helped them selv es to clo thing, 
gro ceries and bo ttled go o ds. 
Then 
they captured the Jefe Po litico , Do n 
Jo se Angel Rehles, and co mpelled him 
to acco mpany them. 
A few ho urs 
later the bando lero s ro bbed the statio n 
at Ortiz Of $1,000 and disappeared. 
The rev o lutio n has appeared in Sin- 
o lo a. A band o f rev o lutio nists appear­ 
ing at Tamazula near the line o f Sin- 
o lo a, secured $800 by threatening mer­ 
chants, o n Sunday, and the insurrec­ 
to s, numbering eighty, are said to be 
headed fo r Culiacan. 
Go v erno r Redo 
has sent 100 men o ut to meet them.

is also probable th at the P roctor bill, 
w hich is m eant to sup p lem ent the 
Dem ocratic p latform local option bill, 
w hich is nowr a law, will be rep orted 
out by the com m ittee on public m orals 
and acted on this week. 
The house by a vote of 53 to 39 
adop ted the m inority rep ort on the 
Keegan child labor bill, recom m ending 
th e p assage of the bill as originally re­ 
p orted against the m ajority rep ort fa- 
tPbring am endm ents th a t would have 
weakened the bill. 


To Re v iv e Re fe ;e ndum. 


Senator Grube exp ects to request 
th at his bill for the referendum of pub­ 
lic service corp oration franchises be 
called up again on third reading. The 
referendum bill failed to pass a little 
m ore than a week ago on account of 
th e lack of a constitutional m ajority. 
A new' registration bill, composed of 
the best features of the bills already 
subm itted by Senators H arlan and 
Clark is likely to be p resented. 
It is 
p lanned to request th at the senate con­ 
sent th a t the m atter of whipping this 
bill into shap e and rep orting on it be 
referred to a sp ecial com m ittee. 
R ep resentative Keeney, chairm an of 
the house com m ittee on roads, has ap­ 
pointed a subcom m ittee to draft a 
m easure em bodying the com m ittee’s 
ideas on needed highw ay legislation. 
This com m ittee had virtually agreed 
on a m easure to rep ort to the general 
com m ittee. 
The newT draft, it was said, will not 
p rovide for a highw ay com m ission, but 
will p rovide for cash p aym ent of all 
road taxes of m ore than 
$15 a year for 
any corp oration or individual. T his is 
aim ed to do aw ay with the p ractice of 
railroads and other corp orations th at 
“farm out” th eir road taxes by con­ 
tract. 
The distribution of the tax 
money throughout the tow nship s will 
be through the boards of county com­ 
m issioners. m uch afte r the p resent 
m anner. 
The eoirm ittee will not rep ort fa­ 
vorably th ' highway com m ission m eas­ 
ure. R ep resentative K eeney said. 
He 
declared 
that great opposition to the 
m easure as 
drafted 
had developed 
am ong the farm ers of the state, and 
th a t the com m ittee did not feel that 
the m easur e should be pushed through 
in the face of the opposition. 


Fe e r. a nd Sa la rie s Bills . 
The house com m ittee on fees and 
salaries will m eet in the house cham ­ 
ber tonight to consider a num ber of 
bills having to do with the boosting of 
the salaries of public officers. 
The 
com m ittee already has several bills 
calling for increases in th e pay of p ub­ 
lic officers in various p arts of the 
state, and the senate has passed other 
bills which will be in the hands of the 
com m ittee before the m eeting. 
None of the bills in hand calls for 
salary decreases. 
In every case the 
dem and is for m ore money. 
It was a 
subject for resolution in the house and 
is a m atter of com m ent th at salary in­ 
crease bills carrying som ething like 
half a million of dollars are up for the 
consideration of th e legislature this 
year. 
C hairm an M errim an of the house 
com m ittee on fees and salaries, said: 
“I understand the senate has p assed 
som e of these salary increase bills. 
B ut the house has not p assed them ,” 
he added, significantly. “I w ant to see 
th© hearing tonight receive p lenty of 
publicity. It will be interesting to the 
people to know ju st w hat officers are 
here asking for b etter pay.

animals do no t in reality prev ent cru­ 
elty , because they beco me o perativ e 
o nly after an act o f cruelty has been 
co mmitted. 
The m easure pro v ides that o wners 
and caretakers o f ho rse« and mules 
shall o btain licenses. 
The animals 
and barns shall be o pen at all times 
to insp ection 
by the po lice, health o r 
humane 
o fficers, 
acco rding to 
the 
terms of the hill, and the license o f 
perso ns v io lating the law shall be re­ 
v o ked by the judge o f circuit o r su­ 
perio r co urt o f the co unty , o r by a 
justice o f the peace, and the party 
who se license is thus rev o ked barred 
fro m o wning a ho rse o r mule.

The American b uyers
